The two most important exploring ex- 


peditions which have ever been fitted out 
for the South Polar seE'J will start from 
England and Germany this month—the 
English in the Discovery and tbe Ger- 
man in the Gauss, both of them new 
ahipa especially constructed for an Ant- 
arctic exploration and equipped with 
everything needful for the most com- 
plete and varied scienliflc observation, 
even including a captive balloon and an 
electrical plant. The two vessels are 
about the same size—170 feet in length 
and 35 fcjt in breadth, and have dis. 
placements of about 1,500 tons. 
They 


are strongly built of oak and sheathed 
with greenbeart. The bows are steal- 
plated, and made with a great sheer, so 
that they will tend to ride up on the ice 
and break it with their weight. They 
are rigged for sailing, but carry auxiliaiy 
steam engines of about 400 horse power, 
and the screws and rudders are 80 ar- 
ranged that they can be hoisted out of 
the water in ce«j of danger from ice. 
The living rooms in both vessels are 
amidships, tbe stoke hold and engine 
room being placed right aft, while the 
whole lower hold is utiliztd as a coal 
bunker. Captain Scott commands tbe 
English expjditlon and Dr. von Dry- 
galski the German. 


It is expected that the commanders of 


the two expeditions will work together 
and follow a system suggested by Sir 
Clementa Markbarn, president of the 
lioyal Geographical Society, which di- 
vides the region into four quadrants, two 
on tbe Australasian side and two on the 
Cape Ilorn and Cap3 of Good Hope side. 
The first quadrant, from 80 degrees east 
bo 150 degrees, he names Victoria ; tbe 
second, from ISO degrees to 90 degrees 
west, in which tho only known land ia 
Peter Island, is called the Ross Quad- 
rant ; the third, from 90 degrees west to 
the meridian of Greenwich, is Weddell, 
and the fourth, extending from tbe 
Greenwich meridian to 90 degrees east, 
about which tbe leeit IB known, is called 
the Eaderby Quadrant. 
The English 


expaditioa will conUne its operations to 
tbe Victoria and Uoss Quadrants, the 
Germans taking Weddell and Enderby, 


The great unknown region comprised 


Iu these four tiaadranta covers milliouB 
ol square milea, extending over practic- 
ally thirty degrees of latitude. It ia con- 
tinually modHyiug the atmosphere of the 
wliolb southern hemisphere, and yet we 
know almost nothing about its meteor- 
ology. It is one of the most interesting 
volcanic regions on the face of the globe; 
recent volrmic rocka are present every- 
where and active volcanoes are quite 
numerous, and we are entirely Ignorant 
of its geology. It is one of the two 
great world centres of magnetic phenom- 
ena, and yet we know scarcely anything 
regarding the magnetic conditions which 
prevail, not even with any certainty 
where the Southern magnetic pole is lo- 
cated. It Is by all odda the grandest 
Qeld for ice study now existent, and yet 
no one baa studied the ice there.

fathoma of water and stretching if i per- 
pendicular face for hundreds of milea 
through the frozen aeas like a gigantic 
wall—perhaps tbe sea face of the grea'• 
eat glacier in the world; perhaps the 
edge of an enormous Island of ic3 an- 
chored over tbe pole; perhapa, indeed, 
something still more remarkable than 
either of tbese—ia certainly one of the 
greatest natural curiosities in the world. 


The region has a fauna and fljra of ita 


own apparently very similar to that of 
the Arctic '"orld. Tbe few fossils which 
have been picked up indicate tbat there 
was a time when It waa crowded with 
plants and auimala. The life of the Ant- 
arctic aeas is very varied and numerous. 
The great tropical oceans which now 
separate tbe two poles seem to present 
an effectual barrier to any communica- 
tion, and it ja a matter ot much interest 
to discover what the Arctic and Antarc- 
tic identity of life forms ia due to. Var- 
ious speculations have been put forward; 
one of these ia tbat deap, cold currents 
traverse the warmer waters of the ocean 
and form bidden roadwaya, as it were, 
by which the two polar faunae are con- 
nected, Another theory is tbat there 
was originally a uniform fauna through- 
out all the aeaa of tbe globe, which is 
now surviving only at the polea, having 
been superseded in the warmer regions 
of the ocean by newly developed forma. 


The North Pole, chiefly for geographi- 


cal reasons, baa been much more success- 
fully and continuously attacked than its 
southern counterpart. 


The North Pole is closely surrounded 


by large land masses, all of them inhab- 
ited and fairly accessible. The Antarc. 
tie continent (i£ it ia a continent) lies in 
tbe midst of a great ocean, the nearest 
land being tbe narrow extremity of 
South America, many hundreds of milea 
away. So that while the North Pole 
has been approached to within about 225 
miles, no human being baa ever been 
nearer than about 700 miles to the South 
Polar axis. 


It seems at first rather surprising, not- 


withstanding the many geographical dif- 
ficulties, tbat an enormous region of this 
sort, full of fresh material for the ex- 
plorer and scientist, should still, at tbe 
beginning of tbe twentieth century, be 
practically untouched, especially in view 
of the great activity there has been dur- 
ing recent years in North Polar explora- 
tion, expedition after expedition going 
out every year—nine, for instance, being 
planned for 1901. Bat, apart from the 
purely geographically reasons, in tbe ab- 
sence of closely surrounding populations 
and large land masses, the climate and 
temperature conditions of the Antarctic 
render it the most inhospitable and dan- 
gerous region of the globe; much more 
so than the Arctic. 


The weird and fascinating quality of 


tbe whole region ia well described by 
Heuryk Arctowski, a member of the 
Bblgica expedition. He says : 


"The silence which broods at timea 


over this unknown world is singularly 
impressive, but occasionally a mountain 
of ice collapses with a thundering crash. 
One could hardly believe one's eyes when 
these changes in the fairy-like scenes oc- 
curred were it not for the dull grumbling 
growl of the disrupted glaciers. In fact, 
this realm of eternal ice is BO different 
from anything one has seen tbat it ap- 
pears another world altogether. 
In 


sober truth, I do not believe tbat in any 
fable tbe human imagination far."] di.- 
scribed what we have seen here." In 
view of the great interest which attczbes 
13 tbe expedition3 of 1901, and the veiy 


radical changes which Ibeir explorations 
may bring about in Antarctic geography, 
it will be of Interest perhaps to go over 
briefly the history of the region and our 
present knowledge regarding it. 


When tbe belief in tbe roundness of 


tbe earth began to gain ground tho old 
geographers decided that an antarctic 
continent would be necessary to preserve 
the symmetry of the earth. According 
to Pomponina Mela, between the "real 
world" which he knew and bis hypo- 
thetical Antarctica there lay an intense- 
ly torrid zone, scorched by tbe sun and 
enveloped in mist, over which it waa im- 
possible for man to sail. And he ac- 
counted for the volume of the Nile by 
supposing it to rise in this southern con- 
tinent, pass under the waters of the tor- 
rid zone, and again come to the surface 
in South Africa. 
As commerce was 


gradually extended in all directions these 
fantastic notions were one by one dis- 
pelled, and although during the middle 
ages tbe idea of an antipodes, or autich- 
thone, as it was also called, was consid- 
ered heretical and rejected by thechuron, 
geography was being gradually perfected 
on the bftia of Ptolemy's great work. 
Through the perseveraura of Prince 
Henry the Navigator, who nent out vea- 
ael after vessel, the southern limit o! 
Africa was fixed and it was clearly shown 
that whatever laud lay to the south had 
no connection with it. 
An antarctic 


continent appeared on Schouer's globes 
in 1-313. 


Portuguese, Spanish and Dutch ex- 


plorers worked away at the islands just 
aouth of the known continents, and 
many of them were named as portions of 
a great antartic island. 
Cjok, m his 


second voyage, 1772-3, sailed around the 
globe between 40 degrees and 00 degrees 
south latitude, discovered the great ics 
barrier, and Unally settled the m1 ch-dia- 
cusaett question of a land connection I 
tween the continents of Antarctica. 
Cook reached a south latitude ot 71 de- 
grees 10 minutes, tbe highest then at- 
tained. Here he found immense fields 
of ice, which extended, unbroken, for 
milea. Whaln, blue, brown, and white 
petrels, and a f'jw sooty albatrosses were 
the only amma's aeen. The Kusaiau ex- 
padition, commanded by Jb\ G. voa Bel- 
liughausen, 1819 21, leached 69 degrees 
•53 minutes in longitude 92 degiees 19 
iniimtea. Jamea Weddell, in 3b2 J, sailed 
with two vessels on a sealing expedition. 
He reached a south latitude ol 74 de- 
grees 15 minutes in longitude 31 decrees 
10 minutes west. At this high latitude, 
exceeding Cook's by three degittj, he 
found the sea open and only thiec it j 
bergs visible. Many minor expeditions 
followed these, and a uumLer ot new i 
landa 
were discovered and 
named. 


Among these minor expeditious ns^y be 
mentioned those of Lieutenant Wilkes, 
of the United Stales Navy, and a French 
expedition iu charge of 41, D'UIrvillei 
Tbe next expedition of leading impor- 
tance waa that of Sir James Clark Ujss, 
1S40-43, and, indeed, tbe only one, up to 
the two which start this month, with 
anything like a satisfactory equipment, 
which hssever attacked the Antarctic 
seas. This waa a purely scientific expe- 
dition, its chief purpose being to study 
the magnetic elements in tbe Sjuthem 
Hemisphere, and to locate the south

magnetic pole, which Gauss liarl placed 
at about H6 degrees emt longitude and 
80 degrees south latitude. (As deter- 
miDed by tbe Borcbgrevink exoediUou, 
the south magnetic pole is 7" degrees 20 
coiautes south latitude and Ho degrees 
ec-jt longitude ) Sir Joseph Ilooker, the 
famous botanist, then plain Dr. Hooker, 
accompanied the expedition. Its ships 
were the Erebus and Terror. VictoiU 
Land was discovered t nd named; Mounts 
Erebus and Terror, the former an active 
volcano, 12,400 feet in height, were dis- 
covered. The ice barrier, from lot) lo 
200 feet in height, waa followed for 2*0 
milea, but no opening could be found. 
Boss subsequently reached 78 degrees 9 
minutes 30 seconds south west latitude 
in longitude 161 degrees 27 minutes west. 
Since this expedition until the voyagt 3 
of the Belgica, 1S9S-0, and the Southeio 
Cross, 1S9S-1900, the Southern Arctic 
waa left almost exclusively to sealeis. 
Borcbgrevink, of the lattar expedition1, 
reached a south latitude of 78 degrees 50 
minutes, -exceeding lloss by about 10 
minutes.—Plain. Times.

By Tuesday nuon it ia expected that 


mo^ of the delegates will be on the 
ground. 
IVInch interest attaches to Wed- 


nesday's meeting of the executive com- 
mittee to select a chairman. If a chair 
man antagonistic to Donnelly aud Kyan 
is chosen it means the annihilation ofthat 
faction. 


Tne Pennsylvania Democracy has suf-

CONDITION OF THE CROPS. 


REPORTS ON CORN AND OTHER PRODUCTS 


FROM ALL OVER THE UNION. 


The TJ. S. Weather Bureau's weekly 


report of crop conditions is as follows: 


With more moderate temperatures and 


good rainsover a large part of the drouth- 
stricken area, the weather conditions of 
the week ending August 5 were the most 
favorable to agricultural interests in the 
states of the Central Valleys that have 
prevailed since the latter part of June. 
In the states of the Missouri Valley the 
severe and protracted drouth has baen 
very largely relieved, but to the east- 
ward of the Mississippi and north of the 
Ohio Eiver only partial relief has been 
sifiorded by insufficient showers, the 
drough conditions in the Upper Ohio 
Valley being more serious than at aay 
previous time this season. 
The Eist 


Gulf and portions of the South Atlantic 
States and Texas also need ram. In the 
Middle Atlantic States and jSTew Eng- 
land, aud throughout the Pacific Coast, 
districts the week ha1* proved generally 
favorable. 


In the great corn states late corn— 


aud, fortunately a much larger proper 
tiou than usual of this year's ctop was 
planted late—has experienced a general, 
aud iu some cases a decided improve- 
ment, but the early corn has been practi- 
cally ruined. 
In Kansas the cooler 


weather, with better distributed raius, 
decidtdly improved conditions in the 
eastern and western divisions of the 
state, aud slightly benefited the cential 
pijrtKins, and iu many of the eastern, 
western and south-central counties late 
corn still promises Iron) one-fourth to 
one-lialf a crop. In Nebraska the im- 
pruvetneut has been less marked aud is 
conli^ed largely the northern and ex- 
tivmt- eastern counties. In Iowa the 
late planted it) making a better showing, 
ui.d under favorable conditions 
the 


balance of the season promises a con- 
siderable yield of. sound grain ; the ex- 
tent uf irreparable damage in this state 
cannot yet bt-estimated. In Missouri, 
wlieregoou showers fell, except iu por- 
tions of the southern section, late corn 
has been tuttch improved, but elsewhere 
it continues ii deteriorate. In Illinois 
cum lias greatly impurved in the noith- 
oni part ol the state, but has detenomtad 
in parts of tlie central and southern por- 
tions. 
In a few favored districts ol 


Northern Indiana com is still promising, 
but elsewhere the upland and early 
planted is almost beyond recoveiy ; with 
immediiite rains about an average crop 
of lowland mid lute planted would be 
produced. Over the greater portions of 
Ohio the condition of corn has been 
materially lowered, a portion of the crop 
in the southwest portion of the state 
heiug past help; in Northwestern Ohio 
its condition is more hopeful. In Ten- 
nessee, Kentucky and West Virginia the 
condiliou of corn has been materially re- 
duced during the past week. 


Iu the Middle Atlantic States an ex- 


cellent crop ot corn is now practically 
assured. 


The weather conditions in the spring 


wheat region have been very favorable 
tor lia.rve-.Uajj, which is ueariug comple- 
tion in the south districts. 
Some dam- 


age has resulted from hail tn South 
Dakota, and the unfavorable eilects of 
recent hot weather iu .North Dakota are 
becoming apparent, borne grain in tlie 
last-mentioned state has been badly 
lodged. In Washington a splendid crop 
is piomisecl, and in Oregon the yields are 
better than were expected. 


The oar. harvest is mostly completed 


and the yields are generally satisfactory. 


A very general iniproveut in the con- 


dition ot cotton over the greater part of 
the cotton belt is repoited. The le.ist 
ravurable reports are received from the 
iiorth-centMl anil the extieuie eastern 
diblnuis, wheie shedding ;iud rust ami 
m sections blooming to ton continue to 
be reported. Over the southern portions 
ot the eastern districts cotton is noi 
opening, ;uid considerable picking lia 
been done in Texes. 


In the Atlantic Coast districts tobacco 


lias made very favorable progress, but n 
the suites of tl,u Ohiu Valley it bus made 
but little growth aud is badly in need of 
lam. 


The outlook for apple • continues very 


discouraging, a very mferior crop being 
generally reported. 


Plowing lor tall seeding has made 


decided progress in the Missouri Valley 
ami Atlantic Coast States during the 
week.

By 30 doiug you may 
expect u lami litlec each time, and tbat 
is the vei} U'uudatioii when raising hogs 
lor protit. My sows for the last three 
furrowing times nave averaged ten pigs 
at ,i litter,^ wntes u correspondent :n the 
-1'iili'ihii. J<\LI intr. Mate the sows with a 
good hoar so that you may expect the 
pigs about the last of February or first 
ot March, and do not wait until M-.e laat 
day to have good wind proof lioubes 
reaily, and with plenty of straw thrown 
in a week or ao before, so the sow will 
have it mashed tine aud you need have 
uo tear of aero weather. Alter a few 
days the sow with a large litter should be 
graiiuiUiy brought up to full feed of as 
great variety (is the farm can furnish. I 
do not think it pays to buy too much 
i'eed to make a balanced ration. Oats 
ground with corn and mixed with bran 
aud skim milk id accessible to every far- 
mer. For this aud other reason I always 
have my cows to come m fresh in the 
fall so I have mdk for my fall pigs and 
also for my winter or early spring ones. 
I will say that we sell our milk at the 
creamery and always buy enough skim 
milk to fill our cans. In having pigs 
thus fed, by the time a good clover field 
i» ready for them, they may be weaned 
aud the sows bred for early fall pigs. in 
summer the best ration is good clover 
with some shelled corn in a pen away 
from the larger ones, and if you can still 
get, the creamery skim milk. With this 
ration the pigs will weigh at least 125 
l^uuds by the time new corn is ready to 
I'eoJ, and then push them to get them as 
large as possible before the break in 
prices, and let them go. By so doing I 
have been able to get over 41 per bushel 
for corn fed, after taking out all other 
expenses, and it is the easiest money 
made on a farm. Ou the fall litter there 
is not much profit, but by having the 
yigs farrowed not later than the last of 
August, so they will get a start before 
winter, I think It pays to raise them 
By the time they will drink I am to have 
all my cows fresh, thus giving rny pig3 a 
balance J lation on milk aud corn and 
oats, anu ]f not too high, bran. I think 
it pays to push the fall pigs and get them 
to market by the first of May, thus letting 
he spring litter have the clover and 
lessening the chances of cholera by not
